It was the who went to Washington 
City and secured tbe first authentic 
information that there wai a well dc 
vised plan to segregate the Colored 
people in the different department!. 
She hai been fighting it with a ven- 
geance ever since.

She will meet the membert of tin 
branch on Saturday evening, No vein 
ber 6. at H.W p. v.i., at Central Li- 
kmr Building Uth and Olive St*.

on. J. Milton Turner, Ex-Minis- 
reaident, and Consul -General to 
Uberia, died at Ardmore, OkU., Mon- 
day, N'uveiiibei 1. Mr. Turner was 
noted for his charitable disposition 
•nd his many acts of kindness will 
be rememberer! wherever his name is 
mentioned. He was born in St. Louis 
in August, 1MQ. and was seventy-five 
yea's and three months old. He was 
well and favorably known as a dip- 
lomat and an orator and had a wide 
reputation in matters connected with 
public affairs and .the educational and 
political advancement of the negro. 
He was appointed to Liberia by Pres- 
ident Grant, held the position eight 
years. In 1S65- he was made assist- 
ant Superintendent of Education by 
Governor Thos.

He was one of the founders 
of Lincoln Institute and spent the 
late years of his life in the interest 
of the negroes of Oklahoma. He 
was prominently connected with 
many Irateinal organizations and held 
many prominent positions in them.

Many Herealea of Today. 
Probably never In the history of 
Christian thooght and teaching were 
there so many "destructive herealea" 
as today. These af *T not In accord 
among themselves, and tha man wbo 
does not like the truth of Qod'a Void 
and baa rejected the people of Qod 
la greatly perplexed to know what one 
of the many heresies be should adopt. 
The followers of these heresies a* a 
natural result contend with eacb oth- 
er -1'iBt aa bitterly ai any one of 
them contends with tha Qoapel aa ac- 
cepted by the church through all of Ita 
history, everywhere, and by all (Sam- 
per, ublque. et ab omnibus). Aad 
never In the history of the church 
were Chrietlani needing to be under 
guard as today, for these false teach- 
ers are not always outalde of the 
church. Peter says they are "amoral 
'iiu " In some cases they hay* re- 
pudiated the church formally, but In 
many cases they cling to the church, 
wear Its livery and pose aa Ita toecbr-

A heresy of today may be nne Of 
two things. It may be by an adding 
to the Word of Ood. or by omission, or 
Ignoring some of it. There l» hardly 
a modern religious f*d that does Wit 
ranneel Itaelt in some way with tha 
Dlble. The Bible may Dot be the chief 
literary authority, but In thla coun- 
try vh« religionist must come to the 
people Kith a pro Jess Ion of lore for 
the Bible. The country la run orar 
by religionists who sell, or if need be. 
rive away religious literature, and 
oftentimes this literature Is professed- 
ly based on tha Bible. Paul avoided 
bereay and told the elders af the 
church at Ephesut that he had not 
failed to declare unto Item she whole 
counsel of God.

Although guaranteed equal rfghts 
by the Constitution, we have had to endure insult, outrage, malice, 
prejudice, and be denied the dearest rights of freedom. Now our 
manhood and womanhood is assailed; SEGREGATION, strikes at the 
very root of o jr honor. It aims at the very sap of life that nourishes 
honesty, ambition and courage. But the spirit of Lovejoy lives 
on. May it inspire us to greater aggressiveness. May every min- 
ister from his pulpit. Sunday, cry out to his followers against this" 
injustice. We shall not surrender our rights and lay down our half 
century of toll . 



A USEFUL CAREER CLOSED. 

With the death of J. Milton Turner, St. Louis and the country 
looses one of its greatest statesmen. The good things that Turner 
did in life will ever stand as a monument to the race. Starting as 
teacher in the state of Missouri, he won his spurs in joir,t debate 
with that eminent statesman, Carl Schurz, whom he overmatched 
at Jefferson City on the question of enfranchisement. His ability 
attracted the attention of President Grant and leading j^egyilicans 
of the state and nation, and as a consequence, he was appointed 
Minister Kreaident and Consul -General to the little African Repub- 
lic of Liberia. He held this position so acceptably, the first term 
that he was re-appointed to a second. 

He was foremost in founding Lincoln Institute and foremost in 
raising money from the Negro soldiers in establishing it, and, 
afterwards, also, he led in making it an institution to be sustained 
by the state and not by charity. 

But the crown that he wears without a rival is the manly and 
successful fight that he made for the Negroes in the Indian Terri- 
"Sory. The stipulations of the treaty with the Five Nations in th» 
InaTan Territory in 1866, was that the United States would buy 
from these nations 14.000,000 acres of land, known as Oklahoma. 
on condition that the Indians would immediately set the Negroes 
free, and, in two years grant them all the rights of Indian citizen- 
ship. The Indians set the Negroes free but did not give them citi- 
zenship and robbed them out of their share of the money accruing 
from the sale of the land. This case was taken by Turner before 
the President, Congress and the courts and he secured pro rata 
restitution for the Negro, and. also, in the sale of the Cherokee 
Strip for $8,000,000 he had appropriated Jl,600.000out of that sum 
for the Cherokee Freedmen. In the allottment of lands also hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres were secured by the Negroes of Okla- 
homa largely through the importunities of this remarkable man. 
His career has been checkered on two continents and marvelous 
when you consider the earlier disadvantages of his race. He was 
possessed of inextinguishable hope, deep i passion and purpose to 
which was added a national scope of activity, "It is human ta 
err" and over his errors we let fall the broad mantle of charity 
knowing that whatever evil he has done must die but the hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres and millions of dollars secured by him 
will continue to benefit and bless many thousands of our people.
